UNIONS HAVE COME TO STAY 


be 


the Or*«ul»itloB of Labor. 


In an address before tue New Eng- 


land Society of Sc-rantou, Pa., Bev. Dr. 
W. A. Striker, president of Hamilton 
college, said: 


Unions of labor nave come to stay. 


Combination and "community of inter- 
est" are thc-ir inherent right nJso. They 
are a fact and a factor. Tli«*y must b-.« 
recognized. They are recognized even 
in denying them recognition. 


Fingers in one's ear* is an ultimatum 


that two can play at. To hide under 
the bedclothes may comfort tin* child, 
but will not stop the thunderstorm. 
Even to a criminal the law does not 
deny the right to choose bis own attor- 
ney. The credentials of any sjsck'-smaa 
are from those who send him, not from 
those to whom he is sent. Tho principal 
accredits his agent. 


Organized capital speaks through H:i 


delegate. Labor has the same right. I? 
a given envoy is difficult, austere or of- 
fensive, so much the worse for thcsi.- 
who commission him. Either party may 
request a different delegate, but to pre- 
scribe how be shall be chosen or to re- 
fuse all is to break oil diplomatic rela- 
tions. The right not to deal through sell' 
sent meddlers does not modify the dutj 
to recognize those who are properly in- 
dorsed. Only fatuity challenges the 
right of men to act and to speak col- 
lectively and by whom they will. 'Ob- 
viously 100,000 workmen cannot state 
their cause separately to ten executive 
boards. The question, gentlemen, as to 
Mr. Baer, or as to Mr. Mitchell, is not 
whether he is in the employ of those to 
whom he goes, but whether he is au- 
thorized by those from whom he comes. 


The contention of the operators that 


they may dictate just how their men 
shall approach them cannot hold its 
ground before American common sense 
and fair play. It will fall, it falls al- 
ready, for that public which does not 
quibble knows that practically the 
United Mine Workers as sucli and in 
the person of John Mitchell are before 
the commission and the country. The 
arbitrary precept issues so fair only in 
mutual exasperations and furnishes the 
prolific opportunities of marplots. Any 
genuine effort to agree must listen to 
all parties claiming to be such. 


As to the alleged nonrexpansibility of 


the miners because they are not incor- 
porated, remember that since they can- 
not be enjoined they cannot enjoin. It 
is, even further remember, that their 
adhesion to their word given is their 
whole capital. They know that the 
country watches them in this to see if 
they be men. Under immense tempta- 
tion they have this summer past kept 
their word. It is much. It is enough. 
Incorporation may be a wise device, but 
it is not the first and great command- 
ment. 


As to "compulsory arbitration," who 


wants it? It is a contradiction in terms. 
The essence of arbitration is voluntary 
consent to take advice. If its obiter 
dicta are amicably accepted, it is excel- 
lent. If it can compel, it is but a new 
court, and we are where we started. 
Agreement and litigation are two oppo- 
site ways. If arbitration could be com- 
pulsory, it would be superfluous. 


But. and moreover, not only must cor- 


porations give the freedom they take, 
not treating equity as a thing to be set- 
tled by an ex parte dictum; they must 
also admit and rectify their errors.

Labor or- 
ganizations and the laborers' improved 
condition are in fact destroying it. A« 
a substitute for the old system it is in- 
evitable that the employer must ac- 
cept the fact and act toward the dealer 
in labor as he acts toward the dealer 
in raw material, making the best bar 
gain he can, with no favor but civility. 
A whole century of change lias led 
from a system in which responsibility 
might be shirked (by the master In 
oppression of a servant, by the serv- 
ant in the hope of charitable aid 
from his master) to this better system 
of co-ordinate responsibilities definitely 
placed and not to be shirked without 
loss to the delinquent. The rise of the 
factory system, with its much lament- 
ed severance of personal bonds between 
master and worker, and the organiza- 
tion of labor, which the factory system 
facilitated, have contributed most to 
this fortunate revolution. — Atlantic 
Monthly. 


Chorn» Girl* to Organize*. 


There is n general movement on foot 


among the chorus girls of the theatrical 
profession to become organized for the 
purpose of obtaining higher salaries. 
The girls claim that in the last year or 
two the large theatrical managers have 
gradually reduced their salaries. At 
present some of the members of the 
choruses of the largest opora compa- 
nies are receiving only .$14 per week 
nnd are compelled to play in as many 
extra matinee performances ns the 
managers see fit to require. They claim 
that n salary of $14 is insuflicient for 
them to properly live and buy the groat 
amount of clothing necessary for one 
wljo lias chosen such a professir-n.

of the foundation of its municipal gov- 
ernment during the early part of this 
year. Just what form the observance 
will take has not yet been decided, but 
the ceremonies will befit tho occasion, 
and the details will soon be perfected. 


The Chicago celebration is to be 


largely historical. Not quite a century 
has elapsed since the first permanent 
white settler erected his home in 1804 
on what is now the site of the great 
c.i*? of Chicago. Ho had been preceded 
a few months by the soldiers of Uncle 
Snm, who had erected a little palisade 
fort and a blockhouse on a narrow 
point of laud at the mouth of the Chi- 
cago river. 
This was named Fort 


Dearborn. 


The first settler was John Klnzle, 


who died in 1828. IIis home wa.s the 
first family residence built in Chicago. 
arid near where it stood on the north 
side of the river gigantic warehouses 
stand today. 


The event that, signalized the founda- 


tion of Chicago and the beginning of a 
new epoch In that part of America ly- 
•ing west of the Alleghanies occurred 
July 4, 1S03. 
The United States gov- 


ernment in seeking nn advantageous 
location for an outpost had chosen the 
'present site of Chicago. 


It. in to commemorate.1 the choice of 


this spot us the .site of Fort Dearborn 
that 
t i e 
centennial 
celebration

planned. Hut it is not planned to cele- 
brate the founding of the city any more 
than to glory in its growth and its abil- 
ity to withstand the many disasters 
that from time to time have almost 
erased it from the map. 


In 3812 the entire population of tho 


future- city consisted of John Kin-;ie 
nnd his fninily, ri French laborer, a 
Mr. Burns and his family. Captain 
lleald. Lieutenant Helm and Sergeant 
Holt and their families and sixty-four 
soldiers. 
The United States had de- 


clared war against Grunt Kritnin, and 
flu) Winnehagoew and I'ottawatomles 
became hostile.

The troops then 
fought past the Indians and reached a 
slight emiiK-nce on the prairie, but 
wore forced to surrender, with the con- 
dition that thf-ir lives wore to be spared. 
In the ti^ht the Indians lost about fif- 
teen killed, but about fifty of tho whites 
were massacred. All the wounded were 
killed and mutilated. The nest day the 
Indians burned Fort Dearborn. This 
wa.s 
Chicago's first disaster. 


There stands today on Eighteenth 


street a monument erected to commem- 
orate the slaughter of the settlers who 
unwillingly trusted themselves to the 
guidance of the treacherous natives. 


For the next twenty years the settle- 


ment grew but little. The town of Chi- 
cago was incorporated in 3S:!3, and in 
the same year its lirst newspaper ap- 
peared. Tbe town grew rapidly. IB 
1837 the city was incorporated. Thea 
came the groat fire of 3$71, when near- 
ly 20,000 buildings were destroyed and 
100,000 people made homeless. Chica- 
go, undaunted, reared a greater and a 
inore magnificent city. 


It is this spirit that has overcome all 


trials, that has thwarted repeated dis- 
aster and kept up the march of prog- 
ress that tho proposed celebration is 
designed to honor.

It is not to be denied that trade un- 


ions are hostile to nonunion men; that 
they show their hostility in various 
ways, sometimes even carrying it to 
the extent of inaugurating a strike to 
secure the discharge of nonunion men. 
Tula is manifestly coercive and op- 
pressive, but it is one of those objec- 
tionable phases of labor unions which 
have come as a result of certain other 
objectionable conduct on the part of 
employers, 
-who 
have 
constantly 


sought to give the nonunion man the 
preference over the union man, thus 
defeating the purposes of the union 
and ultimately destroying it. Harsh 
as it is, it is one of those crude meth- 
ods which have been adopted in the 
sense of self defense. 


This has tended to make the nonan- 


i»n man seem like a martyr in the eyes 
of the public, and especially iu the 
eyes of those who think the right to 
sell their labor where and for what- 
ever they choose is the foundation of 
personal liberty. Between those who 
think him a martyr aud those «\vho 
think him an enemy to labor the non- 
union man has come to be regarded us j 
synonymous with a "scab." This is a I 
great mistake. 
They are not neces- 


sarily alike.

This is shown 
by the fact that nonunion workingmen 
in the main net with the unions, just 
the same as the great mass of Repub- 
licans vote the 
Republican ticket, 


though they neglect the caucuses and 
fail to attend even the campaign meet- 
ings. So when a strike comes on the 
great mass of nonunion men go out 
with the strikers and go in with the 
strikers. 
They abide by the decision 


that tho union accepts, and, moreover, 
the union men always share with them 
the strike funds. 
In the recent coal 


strike only a small fraction of the min- 
ers were members of the union until 
the strike was imminent. But the non- 
union men were just as loyal to the 
strike as the members of the union, 
nnd the union was just as loyal to the 
nonunion men as If they had all paid 
Ihelr dues. 


It must be admitted, however, that 


the union men, like the church mem- 
bers or the members of other -organiza- 
tions, do all the work between the 
periods of exceptional activity, such 
ns strikes and political campaigns. 
They pay their money and carry the 
burden and do the work. In the beiictita 
of which the others share when the 
crisis come*.

ferent mnn. He Is the one who, when

defeats the effort of the other man to 
improve the condition of his whole 
class, lie makes the job worse for him- 
self, for everybody else and for those 
that come after him. Is he a benefac- 
tor? To the extent that he succeeds 
he prevents improvement. His only 
contribution is to the forces that make 
it impossible for the laborers in that 
group to get better economic or social 
conditions, and he is used specifically 
for that purpose. 


From the viewpoint of the progress 


of society the "scab" is an injury. He 
lacks every element that goes to make 
a hero. His whole attitude is that of 
the sneak and the camp follower; -of 
the man who robs the corpses on the 
battlefield or attends a fire for the sake 
of the pickings. He contributes no ele- 
ment either of personal honor, public 
spirit or good workmanship and adds I 
nothing to the forces which make for 
the social betterment of anybody. There 
is every reason why honest, industrious 
laborers, whether members of unions 
or not. should despise the "scnb"' ar.'l 
refuse to associate with him. It is ai 
ethical impulse to ostracize him. 


The nonunion laborer and the "scnb" 


have almost nothing in common. The 
nonunion man really fills an important 
position. His standing aloof from tin1 


union for a multitude of reasons, none 
of wliioh is really hostile, does much 
to put tlic union on its good behavior. 
It makes It impossible for the union U> 
be ns coercive and dictatorial as it oth- 
erwise would be.
